Colonel Prior, a* a representative of 
this city In the Legislature and aa a 
merchant with large o onectiona In Vic¬ 
toria. assured the House yesterday that 
tha interests of his constituents were 
well protoctml in tbe Coast-Koptenay 
railway bill.
